LIMA, Peru, Dec. 5.—Despite what 
he described as hostile propaganda, 
political. as well as commercial, 
against the United States, that coun- 
try is déstined to supplant Europe as 
@ leading influence in South Amer- 
ica, according to President Augusto 
B. Leguia.of Peru, who. this after- 
noon granted a private audience in 
the National Palace to the correspon- 
dent of THe New York TIMEs. 

Sefior Leguia, who speaks perfect 
English, declared that the Monroe 
Doctrine was the bulwark of South 
American liberty, while .the friend- 
ship and aid of the. United States 
offered the greatest hope for peace 
an@ stability for the South American 
republics. 

The President explained that he 
was glad to give an interview for 
THe New YORK TIMES; because in his 


paper in the Amerigas,- He ked 
frankly; but emphasized ‘hat he did 
not wish what he said to be taken as 
criticism of any country; er ‘péople, 
but rather as a friendly. expression 
of facts as he saw them. 

The conversation was in a historic 
Toom where once Pizarro sat. Above 
Sefior Léguia “in® a p'—ce “of “honor 
hung an oil painting of President 
Monroe, while on.a bookcase-was a 
@mall statue of General Pershing: 


As to Anti-American Propaganda. 


President Leguia first discussed 
anti-American ‘propaganda in the 
South American republics, asserting 
that he spoke from personal knowl- 
edge. 

“Most anti-American propaganda,”’ 
he said, ‘‘is really of ‘an artificial 
nature. It does. not come, as some 
would seek to make it appear, from 
the South American people. In fact, 
most of it is born and nursed in Eu- 
rope and is carried and transmitted 
via Mexico and even the United 
States itself to the Argentine, Chile, 
Peru and other nations. of. South 
America. 

“This: propaganda is the basis of' 
Practically all existing cleavages be- 
tween the United States and South 
America, differences, or sap which 


in my opinion are certain of com- 
osition in the not far distant fu- 


ure. 

“For instance, take the case of 
Tacna-Arica. The evidence is. con- 
we that, whenever there is talk 
of that years-long problem. being set- 
tled, immediately propaganda begins 
to operate. The story is broadcast 
that the United States really does 
not want a. settlement; that the 
United States will not do "justice, her

TYPE BY TELEGRAPH 


F, E. Gannett Exhibits at Roch- 
ester. a: Device Which: Elimi- 
nates the Printer Operator. 


COULD LINK DISTANT CITIES 


Typist’s Strokes Run a Ticker 
Punching Apparatus to Set 
Linotypes Going.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Dec. 6.— 
Man’s efforts to annihilate time and 
space were crowned with another 
victory today. The first public 
demonstration of a new device for 
setting type by telegraph proved 
that a single typist might put into 
automatic and simultaneous opera- 
tion in a’ thousand widely scattered 
newspaper offices a thousand lino- 
type machines which would set type 
as perfectly as if operated by human 
hands, saving incalculable time and 
labor. 

Frank. E. Ganrétt, “head of the 
Gannett newspapers, in the presence 
of a hundred leading publishers, 
editors and executives of newspapers 
and news associations, and’ a score 
of scientists and. business men, 
threw the switch which set in mo- 
tion: the new device» known as the 
Teletypesetter. There was a hum 
and a whirr in a room onthe fourth 
floor of The Rochester Timés-Union, 
and, to the surprise of the specta- 


tors, the intricate parts of two type- 
setting machines ,began to move. 


Tieker Tape Is Perforated. 


Keys. on the. typesetting machines 
moved as if pressed by invisible 


hands. The little brass molds of let- 
ters, the ‘‘mats,’’ dropped into place. 
Large levers moved swiftly and 
smoothly and cast lines of type slid 
into the ‘“‘stick’’ ready for the next 
process in the making of a news- 
paper. 

‘wo yawning spaces before the 
keyboards denoted the absence of 
human operators. Their functions 
were supplied by.a stream of perfo- 
rated ticker tape which was fed into 
the resetting machines. No hu- 
man hands had touched the two ma- 
chines, one a Linotype and the other 
an. Intertype machine. 

As the tape continued its passage 
through the Teletypesetters the spec- 
tators broke into an animated dis- 
c of the possibilities. of the 
new device and fired questions at 
Mr. Gannett and his associates. All 
appeared agreed that they had wit- 
nessed a notable advance in the art 
of ‘p Lier cpg one that’ would have a 
revolutionizing effect in the industry. 

The secret of the new device’ is 
an electric typewriter. which .perfo- 
rates ticker tape, each. group of per- 


forations corresponding to a letter|§ 


or numeral, e code on the tape 
is then flashed “electrically into a 
newspaper. office, .perhaps. a. thou- 
sand miles away, and a’ tape in the 
later office is ‘similarly perforated. 

The second bog Mae is See Ld 
through a. device. attach to 
Linotype machine, and Siectrica! im- 
pulses translate the code into de- 
pressions of the keys on the’ type- 
setting machine,

Delay and Use of Boats. 


FIXES’ CAUSE ‘OF SINKING 


Flimsy Hatch Cover Was First 
Factor, He Says—Makes 
Seven Recommendations. 


BRITISH ADVISER. MILDER 


Capt. McConkey Criticizes ‘Lateness 
of Calls. for Aid-——Considers 
Wreck Still. a Mystery. 


Captain E,. P. Jessop, nautical ex- 
pert for the United States Govern- 
ment at the investigation’ into the 
sinking of the steamship Vestris on 
Nov.,12, read his findings yesterday | Fra 
before United States Commissioner 
O'Neill. 

He reported that a flimsy cover on 
a booby hatch leading from the; for- 
ward well: deck of the ‘ship, ‘which 
first leaked and then was ‘carried 
away by the sea, leaving a gaping 
hole for water to pour through, had 
been’ the first factor «which set in 
motion a-chain of accidents culmin- 
ating in the vessel’s foundering with 
the loss ‘of. 111 lives. 

Despite that leak, the ship could 
have been saved but for incompe- 
tence on the part of Captain. Carey 
and his chief officers, Captain Jes- 
sop .told the court, incompetence 
with which he said ‘history holds 
no incidents to compare. rAnid but 
for that same in pétence and 
“sheer stupidity,” hé. "aded. even 
though thé ship sank, not a life need 
have been lost. 

Although Captain Henry McConkey, 
the British nautical expert, who. also 
made-his report at this concluding 
session ofthe investigation, criti-. 
cized the ship’s delay in sending the 
$0.8 and the use of the. port side 
lifeboats; -he was inclined to with- 
hold judgment of the Vestris’s mas- 


ter and to consider the cause of the 
disaster still a mystery. 


Jessop. Makes Recommendations.

Harlem Shops Are Wrecked by 
Explosion of Ingredients 
for Paint Remover. 


POLICEMAN RESCUES. TRIO 


Three Firemen Injured in Hunt 
for Four Men Believed to 
* Be, Under Wreckage, -~ 


Three: men, were killed .and seven 
weré injuréd in an ‘explosion’ which 
wrecked the buildings at 420, 422 
and 424. Hast 108th Street _yester- 
day five: minutes before the noon 
whistle.

RATE IS BELOW OCTOBER 


For the First Time Sitice June the 
Government Held That Reduc-— 
‘tlon Was Possible.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—After @ 
eareful ey of money market con- 
ditions, “Ereasury today an- 
nounced its December financing pro 


gram, sg ev of two series of 
short-term Certificates totaling $500,- 
000,000 and carrying an interest rate 
of 4% per cent, or half of one. per 
cent lower than was quoted in Octo- 
ber, when a $300,000,000 offering was 
marketed. 

A slowing up of speculative activi- 
ties on the Stock Exchange, it has 
been figured, would aid the Treas- 
ury in selling its issues. The de- 
mand for the short-term certificates 
by corporations to be used for tax 
payment purposes was also a factor 
in the decision to cut the rate from 
that quoted in October. 

Announcement of the issue was held 
back several days after the usual 
time in hope that indicators of the 
money market and stock market 
would be more favorable. 

The manner in which the Treasury 
has been embarrassed in: connection 
with its efforts to put out refunding 
issues on a basis that would reduce 
rather than increase interest charges 
on the public debt is illustrated by 
the fact that one year ago this month 
short-term certificates were mark- 
eted at 3% per cent, or 1 per cent 
lower than today’s offering. 

Stocks Affected Money Rate. 


In March of this year there was 
@ne 3% per cent issue and another 
at 3% per cent, but after that the 
effect of the unusual speculative ac- 
tivities in the Stock Exchange be- 
gan to make itself felt even more 
definitely on the credit situation. 

Today’s offering represented the 
first time that the Treasury felt it 
safe to start interest rates for gov- 
ernment securities on a downward 
trend of consequence since last 
June. 

The new financing which will be 
used, in addition to about $440,000,- 
000 to be received as the Decémber 
quarterly payment of taxes,’ will be 
used to meet the maturity of three 
other short-term issues, aggregating 
about $570,000,000, and to finance 
other government obligations. The 
two new issues are dated Dec. 15, 
one series being for nine months, 
maturing Sept. 15, 1929, and the 
other for twelve months, and ma- 
turing Dec. 15, 1929. The amount of 
the nine months’ offering is $200,- 
000,000 and that of the twelve 
months $300,000,000.

Architects will launch a fight against 
one feature of New York City’s ad- 
v f architecture which has been 
called crowning glory—the tower— 
when they appear this morning at 
City Hall at a public hearing before 
the Commission on Revision of the 
Tenement House Law. Those op- 
posed to the tower as an expedient 
for increasing the rentable space of 
residential buildings will maintain 
that it is a screen against both light 
and air, that, while it may look im- 
pressive, it merely plunges tenants 
on lower floors into a artificial 
canyon where there is neither light 
nor air. 

They will submit models still em- 
ploying the setback princiiple but 
eliminating the tower in an effort to 
demonstrate to the Commission on 
Revision of the Tenement House 
Law that it has an “opportunity to 
do a frost thing for the City of New 
York” by making legal provision for 
the erection of that type of architec- 
ture. The models are of apartment 
houses proposed for sixty-foot streets. 

They were designed by Electus D. 
Litchfield, architect, an expert on 
housing, 578 Madison Avenue. Mr, 
ye prepared the models so 
that he could study in concrete form 
the type of building possible under 
the present Tenement House law and 
the type which would be possible un- 
der the proposed bill on which the 
public hearings are being held. From

“These foreigners or refugees, 
who were formerly the le-ding citi- 
zens of Smyrna for the most. part, 
have subsequently put Greece on the 
road tno a rew rennissance,’’ said 
Mr. Morgenthau. ‘They are indus- 
trious and able, and have made 
Athens the leading city of the Bal- 
lian peninsula. As Constantinople 
eee down, Athens comes up,” he 
sai 

Mr. Morgenthau said that he had 
warned the Greek King that his 
throne was tottering unless he won 
the approval of this new element in 
his nacional life. No advances were 
made by the King toward the refu- 
gees, and at the subsequent national 
clections the King was deposed and 
a republic declared.

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PERU AND MONROE, 


Mr. HOOovER’s public greeting at 
Lima. was tumultuously friendly. 
Among the banners hung in the 
streets of the Peruvian capital was 
one inscribed “Viva la Doctrina 
Monroe.” This was a suggestive nov- 
elty, since the United. States .has 
never asserted the Monroe Doctrine 
specifically in favor of Peru, as it 
has done’in the case of Venezuela 
end Mexico. The attempt of the 
American Government to bring about 
a settlement of the long controversy 
between Peru and Chile over the 
Tacna-Arica territory was simply 
based upon impartial concern for 
both those countries. It is true that 
@ certain elementin Peru sought, 
and perhaps expected, a vigorous 
espousal of the Peruvian claims by 
the United States, but nothing came 
of that. Yet it was probably more 
than a chance that-the: Monroe Doc- 
trine was hung up for Mr. HOovER to 
look at-as he rode in the procession 
through the streets of Lima. For 
the subject was taken up by Presi- 
dent LEGUIA of Peru in his speech at 
the t inquet in honor of Mr. HOOVER. 

Sefior LEGUIA twice mentioned the 
mame of MONROE. In somewhat 
grandiloquent and extravagant lan- 
guage he spoke.of “ the inherent hor- 
“ ror ‘of all. conquest which inspired 
“ MONROE'S ‘challenge to the slave- 
“driving Powers of the earth.” 
Rather more important was the 
statement of the President of Peru 
when he asserted that there could be 
no toleration for those who’ sought 
to break up the friendship between 
North and South America “ under 
“the cloak of a transformation. of 
“the ‘Monroe Doctrine in favor of 
“intervention.” This was perhaps 
intended as an implied warning to 
the United States against pursuing 
any policy, under the Monroe Doc- 
trine or anything else, which might 
offend the intense ‘national pride of 
South Americans. 

It would be foolish for Americans 
or their Government at Washington 
to be blind to the fact that. the 
republics to the south of ‘us are 
extremely sensitive as regards the 
Monroe Doctrine. They ‘would not 
speak of it as BISMARCK did when he 
called it “that monstrosity of inter- 
national law.”. What they have par- 
ticularly feared is its vagueness, the 
uncertainty in ‘which they must 
remain about the: conditions under 
which. it may be asserted or applied. 
It was this notorious indefiniteness 
and flexibility of. the Monroe Doc- 
trine which led the President of the 
Argentine Republic, some years ago, 
to. refer. to. it as.a “rubber” doc- 
trine. It might so easily be stretched 
in unexpected directions! But what~- 
ever South Anfericans may be think- 
ing about this in their secret hearts, 
it is certain that they will not bring 
the matter up disagreeably in Mr. 
HOOvER’s presence while he is on his 
present journey of good-will, . Surely 
they will not be unkind enough to 
ask him-to define the Monroe Doc- 
trine. Its strength lies in remaining 
undefined. :

Congress refuses, as it must, to 
grant the stupendous sums required 
to make an imposing flourish of 
enforcement. Neither the Treasury 
nor public opinion would stand it. 
Instead .of confessing the obvious 
failure, Congress, with its tongue in 
its cheek, is willing to keep on vot- 
ing this annual dole of $40,000,000. 
That may be regarded as a sop to 
the Drys. There is not much to be 
expected from future fatt-findings. 
The facts are too well known. Are 
Americans so fond of humbug that 
they are willing to pay for it 
indefinitely ?

CHANGING IMMIGRATION 
QUOTAS. 

In his annual ‘report, Secretary 
of Labor Davis advocates :several 
changes in the immigration laws. 
The most important is an* increase 
in the number of Europeans who 
may,be admitted, with a limitation 
of the Latin Americans and Cana- 
dians. He reprints a letter which 
he wrote to Senator JOHNSON last 
Spring commenting on a proposed 
bill embodying these and other 
changes, His explanation indicates 
that he is anxious to give all con- 
cerned the most favorable possi- 
ble consideration. For example, he 
would adhere to the present quotas 
for European nationals where these 
quotas are larger than the allot- 
ments under the so-called national 
origins provision, which has been 
deferred until next June. Where the 
quotas are larger under the national 
origins provision he would accept 
them. As for immigration from 
the American nations and Canada, 
he favors a quota which would re- 
duce the Mexican influx by 90 per 
cent, but postulates one for Canada 
in excess of the average. immigra- 
tion from that Dominion. 

These. details will be thoroughly 
discussed in Congress. Many points 
are sure to be made. Should there 
be any radical change in the present 
quota system? The law provides 
that the national origins clause is to 
come.into.effect.on June 30, 1929. 
This.diminishes the total immigra- 
tion from Europe, and reduces the 
German and. Irish immigration. at 
the same time that it increases the 
British and Italian. Congress: has 
been unwilling to risk the animosity 
of the foreign groups which oppose 
it. <A strong movement exists to 
discard it. If this is done, the prés- 
ent quotas, based on the census of 
1890, will remain in force until modi- 
fied. Is it wise to change this basis 
so drastically as the.plan which Mr. 
Davis approves? ‘The Davis project 
would increase the total European 
quota immigration from 164,000 to 
204,000.. The national origins plan 
would reduce it to 150,000. 

The. next. point .is..whether. it is 
fair as ‘well as expedient to make

MAKING THE WORLD SAFER. 

The United States has officially 
cooperated with the Section of the 
League of Nations which is seeking 
to make the earth as safe a place as 
possible for human beings to live 
in. The anonymous author of “The 
Great Analysis” said many: years 
ago that we are no longer exposed 
to human incursions from the un- 
known. There is no spot. on. the 
globe from: which new enemies may 
emerge. Every land area, except thé: 
continent around the South Pole, 
possible though not probable islands. 
hidden by the mists over the North 
Polar Sea and insignificant isles and 
atolls in other parts of the globe, 
has been explored, and elsewhere 
there are no inhabitants to burst 
forth upon a world that is planning 
to outlaw war. 

Yet.no country is safe agairist 
certain lilliputian enemies that lurk 
unseen and gather strength in jun- 
gle, pond or other unguarded place, 
employ insects as their transporta- 
tion agents and -so invade whole 
populations and menace.even civil- 
izations that: have found the way 
to peace.» Dr. GrorGe E. VINCENT, 
Président: of the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation, which has done such a great 
service in fighting these inveterate 
and till. now invincible enemies, 
again calls attention to the. world 
campaign. Forty-three nations al- 
ready. exchange information with 
respect to vital statistics through 
the International Office of Hygiene 
in Paris. This is basic to a study 
of general health conditions through- 
out thé civilized world, and the areas 
from which trustworthy and accept- 
able reports are made are gradually 
being extended. 

The most significant development 
is the still wider and the more 
aggressive movement under the 
League of Nations, for besides gath- 
ering statistics it is active in guard- 
ing against the spread of epidemics, 
in standardizing vaccines and in 
many other ways applying what 
modern medicine has learned’in any 
part of the world tothe rest of its 
people. It is striking progress when 
one. looks back only a few years, 
though only a beginning has been 
made, But what is most gratifying 
is that the forces of intercourse and 
cooperation are “tending to bring 
“about a world system of public 
“ health.” It should be a safer world 
which we are passing on to the next 
generation by reason of what is 
being done to prevent both devastat- 
ing wars and decimating epidemic 
diseases and to promote health.

A COMING RIVALRY. 

Ten years ago the airplane and 
automobile industries seemed to 
have little in common. Today, while 
the airplane is not challenging the 
supremacy of the automobile as a 
means of transportation, practical 
men see that the flying machine will 
bee rival of the motor vehicle in 
course of time. Automobile shows 
have long been held periodically in 
large cities. In Chicago’ the Inter- 
national Aeronautical Exposition is 
now going on, with an attendarce 
from “every part of the country.

@ sou a day. Their proper mainte- 
nance brings up problems of dis- 
cipline, ‘finance and jurisdiction to 
wrinkle the brows of high staff 
officers.

In some ‘branches -of 
national defense an allowance of 75 
centimes:to 1‘franc:50 per month.is 
allowed for each cat. In other divi- 
sions the commissary department is 
expected to provide scraps enough to 
feed the animals, ‘The army is more 
exact.

lish. a recipe. for. “ soupe canine.” 
“Boil the bones left over from meat 
“ served to.the men; add the peelings 
“of cabbage, carrots, turnips and 
- loake, previously washed. Do not 

“put in scraps of starchy foods. 
“When poured, boiling hot, over 
“crusts of bread cut in thin slices, 
“this makes an. excellent food for 
“dogs.” In the interest of economy 
the theory was advanced that the 
cats. and terriers should live on the 


brats and mice they caught. But if 
‘they exterminated all the rats, they 


would then starve to death as a re- 
ward for efficiency. This actually 
happened in a Cherbourg warehouse, 
where only four’cats’out of thirteen 
were left after four months on duty. 
At present the matter of allotting a 
daily sum for rations to animals is 
left to the discretion.of department 
heads. 

No end of bookkeeping difficulties 
have arisen in connection, with the 
animal personnel. To budget. their 
rations in the proper account has 
been almost impossible, Commissary, 
Warehouse and Public Works all 
seeming, plausible. The warehouse 
keeper whose watchdog had a litter 
of four puppies was at his wit’s end 
to decide how to inventory them, and 
finally listed them as “ objects found 
within the arsenal walls,” Expenses 
for veterinary servicés were charged 
by a clever bookkeeper to an ac- 
count for “articles to be repaired 
because of deterioration,” 

In 1900 an inquiry was undertaken 
to find the effective minimum of 
cats required for arsenal service. 
Every arsenal defended its cat per- 
sonnel with vigor, feeling that it 
would lose in prestige if it had to 
reduce the number of cats. Finally 
a certain number was agreed to be 
indispensable for artillery, naval con- 


struction, maritime prisons; &c. This|- 


distribution presupposed that cats 
would stay where they were put, and 
not go from one storehouse to an- 
other without permission-from .@ 
superior officer or for merely per- 
sonal reasons.’ Though its discipline 
is not perfect, the animal brigade 
performs service ‘which makes it 
worthy of its rations.

Fugitive Is Reported to Have 
Been Named With McManus 
and Two Others as Slayers. 


RAYMOND OUT.ON LOW BAIL 


Narcotic Agents Seize Records of 
Rothmere Corp.—Tuttle: to Ask 
for Grand Jury Papers Today. 


Two new figures in the police 
quest for the three men indicted 
last Tuesday with George A. Mc- 
Manus for participation in the mur- 
der of Arnold. Rothstein, gambler, 
came to light last night when it 
was alleged that for three weeks 
detectives had been seeking James 
(Libby) Quigley and Johnnie Burke 
in connection with the investigation 
of the shooting. 

Earlier in the day there was a re- 
ab from an authoratative source 
hat Hyman (Gillie) Biller was the 

second man named in the murder 
indictment and that District Attor- 
ney Banton and Police Commis- 
sioner Warren were to confer.on the 
advisability of broad a pic- 
ture of Biller, requesti: 8 arrest. 

Neither the District Attorney nor 
the police would comment = _ 
Biller report. . The prosecuto 
nounced in the afternoon that he 
would not discuss anything in. con- 
nection -with the case in advance 
of the’ trial of McManus, and pos- 
sibly others named in the indict- 
ment, in about a month.

Rothstein murder indictment are re- 


ferred to merely as ‘‘John Doe” and

and Burke are believed to have wi 
the case..They were said to be for- 
mer close friends of the 

bler, and were understood to ve 
met Rothstein frequently in Lindy’s 
restaurant, whence Rothstein was 
saraaeee by telephone on the night 
of Nov. 4, within twenty minutes of 
the time he was found mortally shot 
in the Park Central Hotel. They also 
were understood to be on friendly 
terms with McManus, who, the 
lice alleged, called Rothstein on the 
telephone at the restaurant and in- 
vited him to join McManus in Room 
349 in the hotel, which McManus had 
hired the day before. the shooting. 

Quigley, who was said to have been 
worth more than ,000,000. several 
years ago, was described as a florid- 
faced, red-haired man of about 40. 
Little could be learned about Burke, 
but it was said that-he and Quigley 
were close friends of the missing 
Biller, who was alleged to have been 
‘‘pay-off man’’ for McManus in con- 
nection with horse-racing and other 
gambling wagers. 

The District Attorney revealed that 
with a representative of Federal Dis- 
trict Attorney Tuttle he would ap- 
pear before Judge Mancuso in Gen- 
eral Sessions at 10:30 o’clock this 
morning to receive instructions on 
the manner in which he would pro- 
ceed with the investigation. of leads 
contained in extracts from the se- 
cret Rothstein files, which were 
turned over to the court last Wednes- 
day by Foreman Albert J. Singer of 
the grand jury. 

Papers Impounded by Court. 

Two steel cash boxes containing 


these papers were impounded by 
Judge Mancuso that day on the rec- 
ommendation of the Disttict Attor- 
ney, after the grand jurors had sepa- 
rated them from thousands of other 
papers which the body, had inspected 
from the steel cabinet which. had 
been seized more than two weeks 
ago by the three temporary admin- 
istrators of the Rothstein estate. 

These papers were reported to con- 
tain information of the possibility of 
Rothstein’s previous connection with 
the bribery of police and other of- 
ficials in the Communists’ fur and 
garment strikes in this city in 1926 
and thefts of bonds and jewelry. 

District Attorney Banton appeared 
yesterday before Judge Mancuso in 
General Sessions and recommended 
that the $100,000 bail for Nate Ray- 
mond, one of the principal witnesses 
in the Rothstein. murder investiga- 
tion, .be reduced to $10,000. Ray- 
mond was present, and. soon after 
furnished the bail and was freed. 

Raymond was one of fifteen men 
who on Sept. 8 last participated in 
ihe card game in the apartment of 
Jimmy Meehan at Seventh Avenue 
and Fifty-fourth Street in which 
Rothstein lost more than $200,000 
McManus $51,000. Two other par- 
ticipants in the game, Meehan and 
Alvin C. Thomas, also known as 

Titanic Thompson, had been held in 
similar, high bail with Raymond, but 
after Meehan and Thomas had ap- 
peared before the grand jury and 
subsequently made more satisfactory 
statements to the prosecutor. they 
were released in $10,000 bail each.

Sought Two-thirds of Estate of 
the First John Jacob. 


COURT DISMISSES’ CLAIM 


Documents of 1815 and 1816 ‘Recited 
Befriending of Astor, Then 
Called “Poor Boy.” 


The suit of the heirs of John Nich- 
olas Emerick for two-thirds of. the 
proceeds of the estate of John Jacob 
—— Sr., founder of the*Astor eo 
iy and fortune in this coun 
dismissed - yesterday. by éderal 
Judge Thacher. The pro Bes Ono sued 

for amounted ‘to upward’ of 
. Mr. Astor died March 29, 138. 

The action was based on. allega- 
tions that Mr, Emerick, furrier, mer- 
chant and. business associate. of 
Stephen Girard, had befriended Mr. 
Astor when he iy peor, taught him 
the business and, in 1787, made him 
a one-third heer BE. and later atrus- 
tee of his estate for ninety \ years. 
Then it was to be divide oe 
the descendants of Mr. erick’s 
brothers, Christopher and Valentine. 
La Nicholas Emerick was a bach-. 
elor. 

It was alleged that no accounting 
had ever been made,;that the Astor 
descendants had failed to comply 
with the terms of the.trust agree- 
ment, and that in 1902 a legal repre-, 
sentative of the estate of John Jacob 
Astor -Sr. had admitted that hate 
was at that time a trust:fund “and 
estate arising out of the partnershiv 
between Mr. Astor and Mr. Emerick 
which amounted to $39;000,000. 
Delay in pressing the action was 
ary pt by the statement that some e 
@€ necessary papers, ine ng 
the will, dated Aug. 4, 1816, had 
not been found. Later, it was said, 
the papers needed in the action had 
been found in an old leather trunk 
formerly owned by Bmerick the 
merchant.. This discovery. was made 
last April. 
, With the complaint was filed a 
co. of the partnership agreement 
between Mr, Emerick and Mr. Astor. 
Another document, dated Oct. 24, 
1815, at Germantown, Pa., . ex- 
plained the trust. In this docu- 
ment appears the statement that-Mr: 
Astor “was a poor boy, I loan him 
money and teach him thé business.”’ 
This statement also appears: ‘I 
have made other legal papers but 
fearing Astor as he not the man 
I thought when I made him my part- 
ner I.am leaving papers in my trunk 
to safeguard my estate.’ 

So many of the Emerick heirs ap 
peeret that they agreed to desi 

ree to sign the complaint. hese 

were Edan Carnahan, John Thomas 
Emerick. and~ ‘Christina Campbell. 
The defendants were Charles.A: Pea- 
wore and the. Farmers’ Loan and 
Trust Company, trustées of’ the -es- 
tate, and William Vincent.

Barrett. of Leominster, Mass., was 
elected captain of the 1929 eleven. 

Barrett, who was the regular left 
tackle on the team this season, was 
a substitute for both tackles the 
year before, but. did not get.into the 
Yale game. 

He played football at Loeminster 
High School before entering Worces- 


ter Academy, where Art French, 
this year’s captain,.also prepared for 
Harvard. 

This Fall Barrett’ was considered 
the strongest all-around man on the 
Harvard line, and Coach. Horween 
referred to him at the close of the 
season as @ man who had not been 
outplayed in any e. - Barrett is 
21 years old, stands 5 feet 11. inches 
and weighs 190 pounds. He has par- 
ticipated in no sport other than foot- 
ball at Cambridge. His election was 
unanimous, although Eliot Putnam, 
quarterback, was one of the promi- 
nent candidates. 

Athletic Director W. J. Bingham, 
who has been in Philadelphia,* has 
no news regarding who will be Har- 
vard’s head coach another season. 
It is generally believed here that 
Coach Horween will not return, al- 
though Bingham is very eager to 
have him do so.

Commission Bipes That Dominion 
Subsidies Give Her Lines an 
- Advantage Over ‘Ours. 


Special to The New. York Times. 

WASHINGTON.,. Dec. 6.—The In- 
terstate Commerce Commission an- 
swered in thé negative today in re- 
plying to a resolution adopted by the 
‘Senate in the last session asking 
whether lower rates similar to the 
Canadian” rate on graiii, livestock 
and other agricultural products’ in 
the Northwest for export would be 
compensatory to American railroads 
in that territory. 

The position taken. by the commis- 
sion’ was set forth in*some detail in 
& report tq the Senate, in which it 
was stated that even «at the present 
American ..rates; the > railroads in| t> 
question had failed te earn a fair 
return upon their properties, as pro- 
vided ‘in’ the’ Interstats Commerce 
act: 

The commission said. it, was diffi- 
cult to separate the various rates in- 
volved in a study such as the Senate 
desired. It-pointed out that the Ca- 
nadian grain rates were made under 
conditions: that-do not obtain in the 
United States, as the Canadian Gov- 
ernment ‘had contributed’ $25,000,000 
in«cash and 25,000,000 acres of land 
in connection “with the construction 


of the Canadian Pacific Railroad and 
granted certain epee concessions 
which amounted a “subsidy to 
“oie: the development of the 


The Gachresteeiall Said that since the 
termination of Federal control the 
pes of the Northwest have not 
earned a 5% per cent return. 

Recalls Past Reductions. 

“It will thus be ‘seen that the con- 
ditions in‘ Canada; where taxes are 
remitted’ or reduced ‘to a minimum 
and deficiencies in operating reve- 
nues of the Canadian National are 


be- | made. up.or. borne by the govern- 


ment,:.and the conditions in’ the 
United | States, where these ‘conces- 
sions to the carriers are not made, 
are not comparable; and that the 
carriers -in. the. Northwest; even 


under the present basis of rates, are 
not earning the 5% per cent return, 
referred to, or:as much as the car- 
riers in the Western district asa 
whole, .and considerably. less; than 
the carriers.in the ‘Eastern: or the 
Southern district.

rates on most other traffic. 

“The question of Canadian compe-' 
tition. on what is now before eg 
commission in the grain’ inqui 
along with the numerous other prob- 
arnt that will be discussed in the 

cepeet to be prepared following 

efs and oral ar ent. Whatever 
eis be the conclusions reached ia 
that proceeding, the commission can- 
not at this time: report -that in its 
view the Canadian basis of rates 
would be com tory to the rail- 
roads of the Northwest. 

“Tt follows that a reduction in the 
tates in the worthwest to the Cana- 
dian basis, suggested in the’ resolu- 
tion, is not warranted: “Nothing 
stated. herein should be construéd as 
indicating possible conclusions in the 
grain investigation.’’ 


Says Cuts Must Be General. 


The ‘commission said ‘that the 
effect of the application of Canadian 
fates could not be confined to that 
section, as a closer relation between 
rates in various. parts of the country 
is nowhere apparent than in the case 
of grain, particularly for. export. 

The commission did not believe, 
therefore, that the Canadian rates, 
if otherwise possible ‘of ‘a: application, |} 
could, be transplanted ‘into the North. 
west without .corresponding. reduc- 
tions in other n-producing terri- 
tories in the oy Sa district. 

It was also stated by the commis-' 
sion “that the facts relative to con- 
tributions of land ‘and ‘mone 
Canadian~carriers by thé Dominion 
Government,’ and ‘the much ‘smaller ' 7, 

burden: of Canadian railroads 
than: that of carriers.in the United 
States, cited as having a - bearing 
upon rates of Canadian carriers on 
rain, have ah equal bearing upon 
their rates on livestock.

Detroit factory employment, re-| 
flecting the automobile industry, was | 
seasonally smaller than in the pre-| 
vious week, but showed a substan- 
tial gain over the corresponding 
week of 1927. Petroleum production 
was greater than in either the pre- 
vious week or the same period of 
last year. Lumber output, although 
showing a gain, was smaller than in 
the same period a year ago. 

Bituminous coal output was larger 
than in either the preceding week 
or the corresponding period: of 1927. 

“The general level of wholesale 
prices showed no change from the 
preceding week, but: was about 1 
per cent higher than a year ago,’’ 
the department said.
